Clearly, all the value judgments 
made, to arrive at some probable final 
result, were a mixture of objective ob- 
servation and subjective views. 


In our opinion, the club and team 
morale in three of the five teams 
fanges from negative to extremely 
hegative while in the other two it is 
neutral. 


We have taken all sorts of factors 
into consideration here: recent coach- 
ing changes, club management and 
leadership, lack of popular support 
and club attitudes to the threat of rele- 
gation. 


Under “trend” we mean a club's 
Progressive movement up or down 
since 1977; only Footscray and St. 


~ George show a steady decline. 


On the other hand, only St. George 


have the proven capability to finish - 


the season very strongly and collect 


More points than could be normally 


leave Sydney only twice — presuma- 
bly considerable handicaps or advan- 
tages. 


Of course, we are not going to 
Swear by these predictions, no matter 
how well supported they appear to be 
by facts. 


We have been wrong before — and 
will be again. 


But it seems that Brisbane Lions 
and Olympic are safe (barring some 
major internal explosion) and that 
South Melbourne will finish last. 


If there is any deviation from our 
predicted final order, itis most likely to 
be Si.
